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THE TRANSVAAL 


Full reports of Dr. Jameson’s raid in- 

to the Transvaal are to hand and leave 
very little doubt that the object of the 
raid was to capture—or in other words 
to steal---the republic. There may not 
have been a definite plot, but there 18 
no doubt that this was the result which 
those who were chiefly interested in 
the movément looked forward to. The 
audacity of the idea wis quite equalled 
by the audacity displayed in the at- 
tempt; and strange to say it was almost 
successful. The raid failed not f:om 
any miscalculation of yameson in vhat 
he or kis men could do, but because the ' 
Boergovernment beat him by diplomacy, 
withdrawing from him by negotiations 
and promises at the last moment the 
support upon which he depended to 
make his attempt asuccess. Johannes- 
berg is about the centre of the southern 
part of the Boer republic and only 
some 30 or 40 miies from the capital, 
Pretoria, with which it is connected by 
rail. Jameson’s starting point was at 
Mafeking in Bechuana land on _ the 
borders of the Transvaal, about 156 
miles due west of Johannesberg. The 
proximity of Pretoria to Johannes- 
berg made it possible for the Boer gov- 
ernment to communicate quickly and 
easily with the discontented residents 
of Johannesberg, and they employed 
the time between Jameson's crossing 
the border ‘and his reaching Krugers- 
dJorf in negotiating with the malcon- 
tents, with such good effect that when 
Jameson after crossing the border on 
Sunday reached Kruegersdorf, 20 miles 
from Joha:.nesberg, on Wednesday in- 
stead of fiuding a friendly force of 2,000 
men awaiting him ‘as he had expected, 
he found nearly that number of Boers 
strongly entrenched. For while the 
Boer government was negotiating with 
the Johannesbergers ostensibly for a 
peaceful soiution of the troubles it was 
quite as busy in mustering all its forces 
so as to destroy Jameson and possibly 
afterwards Johannesberg. Even when 
Jameson found enemies instead of 
friends his heart did not fail him and 
he promptly attacked the Boers. Al-| 
though he did not dislodge them he was 
not defeated by them. Finding them 
too strong to break through at that 
point, and still having faith in assist- 
ance to come from Johannesberg, on 
Wednesday night he moved south and 
passed around the Boer position reach- 
ing Valkfontein only five miles from 
Johannesberg. Here the Boers were still 
more strongly entrenched, with artil- 
lery, but he attacked as before, and 
evidently made good his attack, al- 
though in face of the numbers opposed, 
and the fact that his men were dropping 
from exhaustion for lack of food and 
sleep and there being no assistance 
forthcoming he could not possibly have 
succeeded, still he kept it up until his 
ammunition was exhausted, when he 
surrendered. His losses were not near- 
ly so severe as at first reported, being 
about 20 killed and 27 wounded. Hav- 
ing succeeded in getting within sight of 
Johannesberg, sc that the people of 
the city must have known of his 
presence, and having shown his ability 
even with his small force to hold his 
own against the famous Boers in actual 
conflict, he no doubt felt that he had 
been very harshly—not to say treacher- 
ousiy—dealt with by those whom he 
and his men had risked so much to 
assist. This feeling it seems is general- 
ly shared throughout British South 
Africa, where the desire to see the whole 
of South Africa under British dominion 
is very strong; and the Uitlanders in 
Jochannesberg are loudly execrated for 
their lukewarmness, ccwardice or 
treachery. 

The foundation for the raid was the 
disconten’ of the foreign residents of 
Johannesderg with their political pesi- 
tion in the republic. This discontent 
had reached a pitch when a resort to 
arms was felt to be the only recourse. 


+ 


The large number of Lee Metford rifles 
and Maxim guns in Johannesberg proves 
this. Although there was a general 
feeling in favor of armed rebellion there 
was a question as to how it shouid be 
commenced, and no doubt Jameson’s 


was expected that with Jameson actual- 
ly in the field there would be no further 
hesitancy about taking up arms,as there 
would then be a leader upon whom all 
could depend and whom all would be 
proud to follow. It appears that the 
Boer government quite appreciated the 
situation, and the necessity of allaying 
the discontent in Johannesberg. The 
government knew the moment Jame 
son crossed the border while the Johan- 
nesbergers did not. The government 
then at once made offers of tedress 
of grievances to the J channesbergers 
which were acceptable to all, and in the 
hope of avoiding a conflict the leaders of 
the movement in Johannesberg turned 
their attention to negotiation instead of 
fighting, not knowiny, or not consider- 
ing, that it wes only the prospect of 
fighting that made negotiations possible. 
To their credit be it said that the terms 
they asked included a safe conduct for 
Jameson and his men out of the ref 
public. But already Jameson’s force, 
not expecting any such fire in their 
rear, had engaged in conflict, thereby 
placing themselves outside the terms of 
any peaceful negotiations. There is no 
doubt that these offers of the Boer 
government were mere treachery, made 
to gain time and to divide the counsels 
of their opponents, In this division of 
counsels they were aided by the rivalry 
between different mining interests in 
Johannesberg. Certain interests are 
led by Hon. Cecil Rhodes and his rival 
is J. B. Robinson. Rhodes’ idea is 
political as well as financial aggrandize- 
ment, and probably Robinson thought 
that with moderate terms from the 
Boer government his interests would be 
just as safe as they would be were the 
republic to pass under British control, 
which at that time meant the control of 
Rhodes. The defection of the Robin- 
son interest was no doubt what wreck- 
ed the raid and is the reason that the 
Transvaal still exists as a republic in- 
stead of having become a part of the 


British possesions in South Africa.

CHURCH TAXATION. 


In the interest of the charitable institu- 
tions of{the town, the refusal of the town 
council to grant the prayer of the petition- 
ers, asking for the remitting by them of all 
taxes on the usual one half acre of church 
property upon which is situate the church 
building and the manse,should not be allow- 
ed to pass without the most vigorous pro- 
test of every citizen. 

There can be no doubt but that the coun- 
cil in taking the stand they have chosen to 
take, were influenced solely by a desire to 
further the interests of those they serve, 
but in this case, (if public opinion counts 
for anything) they certainiy have misjndged 
their duties and underestimated the best 
interests of the town. = 

Churches when holding town property as 
investments or on speculation should un- 
doubtedly be taxed, and in this particular, 
‘* The Methodist church,” as a corporation 
very properly andvery willingly paid to 
the municipality this year $277.00 taxes; 
but the principle ceases to apply when that 
part of the general church organization is 
attacked, which part is started in, and sup- 
ported entirely by charity, such as the Ed- 
monton *‘ McDougall church.” It is the un- 
doubted duty of every municipality, as a 
governing body, to doall in its power, by 
both force of law and financial assistance, to 
further, perserve and foster public morals, 
Christian influences and institutions. Such 
in fact is the one great purpose of all gov- 
ernments in Christian countries, and the 
principle constitutes the bulwark of British 
civilization. * * * The church is with- 
out doubt the greatest of all such inatitu- 
tions and the strongest helpmate of every 
town council; but in Edmonton, and in no 
other place that I now know of in Canada 
or the United States; the municipal gov- 
ernment have (though perhaps unwittingly) 
apparently scouted this principle, and have 
proceeded, not to put down evil but toas- 
sist it, and put down agencies for good, by 
taxing them, and by encouraging its citizens 
to not support the churches of their fathers, 
by placing on all church supporters a tax, 
thus reducing the usefulness cf churches 
and discouraging those who have given, un- 
compelled, of their substance in order that 
they, their families, their town and their 
country should be elevated and made better 
men and citizens. 

The action of the council is very poor 
encouragement to the members of the 
Church of England, who have just put forth 
every effort to build for the benefit of the 
cause of Christianity, their new cburch, and 
it is also a very jpeculiar thenk-offering to 
the Roman Catholic church for their noble 
exertions and doings to further the spiritual 
and temporal welfare of the entire commun- 
ity. The self-sacrifice of all church sup- 
porters here,in giving to the utmors of their 
ability and in going to all sorts of trouble 
and self-denial to get together sufficient to 
build their places of worship, and support, 
even in a meagre manner, humiliating to 
themselves, their pastors, receives a novel 
recognition by the council. 


Those who pay the taxes have founded 
and maintained these churches, and the

The venerable old gentle- 
man and his young partner tripped the 
light fantastic russet foot wear to those 
oid familiar strains of the violin, so 
common in the Red River district 
from which they derive their name, 
unti¥ compelied to retire from shesr

SIR CHARLES AS A BOOMSTER. 
Wiunipeg Tribune. 

Sir Charles’ re-entry into pubiie life has 
called forth quite a storm of opposition 
throughont the Dominion, and some of the 
journals, especiaily those opposed to Sir 
Charles, are reviving awkward memories in 
connection with the old knights’ public 
career. For the purpose of demonstrating 
what a natural and unmitigated boomster 
the ‘‘old war horse” is, his prophesies about 
the time the C. P. R. was commenced have 
been recalled. He overtepped al! the 
boomsters of a period of inflation. The men 
who got him to endorse their wild-cat 
projects were astounded at their own 

} moderation when they saw them clothed in 
his eloquence. They were ashamed of the 
meagreness of their expectations as they 
heard him prophesy. He cheerfully pled- 
ged the credit of the country to the build- 
ing of a railway that was to hvist ships over 
eighteen miies cf dry land. He had ‘‘no 
doubt as to its, practicability.” Its esti- 
mated traffic was to be 600,000 tons of 

freight a year. To say that the Canadian 
| Pacific railway was to be built without add- 

; irg a dollar to the debt of the country was 
too tame a prediction for him. He mast 
ald that the debt wonld be reduced by 
fifty-three millions. In 1890, when he said 
it was to be only $100,000,900, it was 
actually $237,533,000, a miscaiculation of 
$137,533,000 or, to put it another way, in 
the period for which he predicted a decrease 
of $53,000,000 there was an increase of $84,- 
000,000, and to-day the net debt is a hun- 
dred millions more than when Sir Charles 
Tupper spoke. He declared that at an 
early day the sales of land alone would 
recoup to the country every dollar that had 
been expended on the C. P. R. He read to 
the House and gave his emphatic approval 
to the estimate prepared in the department 
of the Interior. ‘‘Having given the subject 
my best and fullest consideration, I estimate 
that the receipts of this department from 
the sale of agricultural and coal lands, 
timber dues, rents of grazing lands, and 
sales of miueral lands other, than coal with 
the royalties from the miuerals, between the 
lst of January, 1883, and the 3lst of Dec. 
1891, both inclusive, wifPamount to not less 
than $58,000,000,” He talked of the 
farmers of the Northwest raising 640,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat. Experience had no 
effect in curbing his imagination! age could 
not wither him nor custom stale his infinite 
variety. 

When he visited this country in 1886 87 
it was to clap on new taxes and make more 
promises. The iron industry which he 
proposed to create was in three years to 
employ 20,000 workmen and maintain 100,- 
000 people in comfort. The chief momento 
of this exploit is the iron tariff, with its 
enormous drain on the taxpayer, aud its 
heavy burdens on productive industry. He 
returned to his London office, came here 


also at Mr. 


; again to take part in the elections of 1891, 


and on his return denounced half the people 
of Canada as traitors, and made a violent 
attack upon the Grand Truak Railway 
company. At this time, be it remembered, 
he was the representative of Canada, paid 
by the taxes of the people whom he was 
maligning. When he was brought to task 


| for his charge that the management of the 


Grand Trunk had been characterized by 
extravagance, corruption and jobbery, he 
explained that he referred to transactions 
which had taken place some forty years be- 
fore. Such an outburst of spleen could 
hardly have been occasioned by reading 
ancient history, but it was readily explained 
by Sir Chares’ assertion that the Grand trunk 
had been helping the Liberal ‘‘traitors” in- 
stead ofplacing itself at the disposalof his 
own party.

MARKETS. 


The grain market is dull, and has been so 
for some time. Wheat is in best demand 
both for milling and feed. The price is 40c. 
to 50c. for milling and 25c. for feed, cash. 
Barley for feed brings 15c. to 20c. in trade, 
or part cash. Barley fit for ma‘ting has 
been sold at 25c. cash. Oats are in very 
little demand. Buyers have their ware- 
houses full with no present prospect of sbip- 
ping. conseqvently they are not keen to buy. 
Twelve to l5c. in trade or part cash is paid 
for good feed oats. Good seed or inilling 
oats will bring about 17c. cash, but buyers 
would prefer not te handle any more at 
present, until there is some prospect of an 
outlet. There is at present about 50,000 
bushels of grain in store in Edmonton aud 
only one car has yet heen shipped this 
season. There is saves very ines cient 
of good grain, especially oats and barley, in 
eames hide Phe heat off farmers had 
the best and most grain as a rule and have 
as yet declined to sell, hoping for better 
prices, which as yet have failed to 
materialize. : 

Dressed beef is quoted at 4c. to 44c, pork 
5c. and muttén 5c. to 6c, chickens 8c. 
The above sre in abundant supply. Very 
few local turkeys are offering. Live hogs 
bring 4c. a pound. 

Butter is in fall supply and brings 1l5c to 
182. for choice tub and 20c. for choice rolls 
in trade. Only good butter is accepted. 
There is still a lot of las year’s butter in 
farmers’ hands. Eggs are becoming more 
plentiful and are now in full supply. The 
price remains at 25c. in trade.
